you, isa Remembrance orrifling vp of an olde 
and knowne hiſtorie, in which hiſtorie there is a 
tragedie, and in which tragedie there isa Meta- 
morphoſis or ſtrange transformation of a miſera- 
ble,a finfulland wofull woman,for but a glaunce 
of hereic, and for but winding her head awry, 
et ſuddainly blaſted, and deſtroyed vnrecouera- 
ie : Now happie (I feare) had ſhe been, ifſhee 
had neuer been, and better to haue been borne 
blind, then to ſee with ſuch eics, or tohaue raked 
them out with her nailes,then to look ſo vnlucke- 
ly:buthowſocuerit happened vnhappily for her, 
yet-makes itfor Gods glory, to whichend euen 
our ſinnes are directed, and fill it makes for our 
example, for which it was firſt by Mofes writ- 
ten, andnow againe by Chriſt remembred, Re- 
member Lots wife; thatas ſheremEbred where ſhe 
liued,ſo we might remember how ſhe died, and 
looke back to her,as ſhe looked backe to Sodom, 
Two things are in this Scripture diftinQly to 
beeconſidered : Firſt, to-what part of the minde 
this exhortation is directed, which is notto the 
firſt vnderſtanding or originall apprehenſion,but 
to the Memorie ; Remember : Secondly, the ſub-

the ſecond hand from Moſes, as Moſes at the firſt 
hand had itby reuclation from God,and ſo vpon 
good and iuſt occafion he remembreth it rothe 
Church anew : therefore as S. Pax! faith of the 
Law, I ſpeake to them that know the Law, Rom.7.1. 
ſo doth Chriſt of Lots wife heere, hee ſpeakes to 
them that know her well enough, that haue of- 
ten read, and much heard of her, rhat as they 
know her, ſo they may remember her, for they

we nced no helpe of Artthen muſtit needs be &« 
uery way neceflaric tolearnthe Art of Memory, 
which is 17: artium, an art adding perteRtion to 
euery art, in which regard many haye written. 
whole bookes to adde perfection to it;-for if (as 
men ſay) it bee no leſſea vertueto hold a 
thing then to get it,and asgreat an honor to keep 
a Caſtle as to winneit,then toremembera good 
thing ſhall be as needfull as to learne it, and to re- 
taine knowledge as ſingular a vertue as to attaine 
it ; nay itis great pitic that he ſhould ever know: 
athing thatcannot remember it : he that learnes 
a thing, and then forgettethit, is like him that: 
findesa treaſure and then loſeth it, which as hee 
was very fortunate to find,ſo was hea very foole 
to loſe; put both rogether, and they ſpella forru- 
nate fool: The 0ftrich, lob 39.layeth many good- 
y eps; but ſhe layeth thera inthe ſand,and when; 
e hath layed them, there ſheleaueth them,and 
comes no more at them, for which cauſe God 
there condemneth her for a foole. A feathe: of 
that bird doth he beare, and a bird of that feather; 
ſhal he be,that learnes to know a thing,and then 
forgets it; like Adam,who was once poſleſt of Pa- 
radiſe,and could not hold it ; and like the diuell, 
who had once a place in heauen, and then went!

ifit can beany way expedienttolcarn the Artof- 


Therefore (Beloued) Mcmorie will come tec 


tr Wite. 
hauea ſingular place in Divinity,andin religi 
yea —_— by memory becomes excellent in 
euery Art ; the Schollar,the Lawyer, the Phyſiti- 
on, the Mathematician, yea and many a Mer- 
chant thinkes his booke of Accounts or remem- 
brancesto be his Canticum Canticorum, the moſt 
Catholike and Canonicall booke he hath:there- 
fore let noman looke to excel in matters of reli- 
gion, and not to keepe a regiſter, thatis,not to re- 
member it ; eſpecially religion being a thing 
which men are {o apt to forget. S.Hierom faith of 
the conquering Romanes, that amiddeſt their 
greateſt pompe and triumphes, they had ever 
one atthe backe of the Chariorto pull the Con- 
uerer by the fleeue, and fo oft as the people 
Comal and cried, to cric to him againe, Mements 
te hominemeſſe, Remember thouarr a man. And 
is it poſſible, a man ſhould forget himſelteto be a 
man £ much more then had wee needeof one 
thought,to ſtand vp alwaies inthe chariot of our 
heart,and to crie, Mements Deum eſſe, Remember 


thereisa God, for weare indeed by naturefor- 
getfull: Pharacbs Butler forgat /sſeph, Gen.zo0.and 
loſeph forgar his fathers houſe, Gen.4 1. 51. The 


Diſciples of Chriſt (which men ſeldome doe) 
forgat ro take bread with them, Matth.16.Nebs- 
chadnezzar once dreamed, and forgat his owne 
dreame,Dan.2. Yea we read of one CHeſſala Cor- 
winxs {0 ſottiſh and forgerfull, as hee forgart his 
owne name; much more may wee ſuſpetour 
B 3. ſclues-

ſclues and feare, leſt we forget Gods name, for 
the Creator and the creature being names ſo 
neerea kin, we may not forget the one, and then 
thinke to remember the other, therfore we muſt 
ſo learne to know God, asthat we may remem- 
ber him,and ſo heare of the judgements of God, 
as that we may meditate on them , yea it was De- 
aids vſuall phraſe,not to ſay, I look vponthy hw, 
as men commonly come to church tolook-ypon 
the wallcs, and then forget that cuer they were 
there, but, O how 71 lone thy law (ſaith he) it is my 
continuall meditation , Plalm.119.and the beſt way 
to helpe memory is continuall meditation. 

That weſhould as well remember the judge- 
ments of God,as learne to know them,God hath 
ordained a Sabbath for remembrance, not that 
weſhould remember God bvt one day in ſeuen, 
but that if we would be forgerfull, yet we ſhould 
remember him one day in ſeuen at the leaſt : for 
this cauſe hath God ordaineda Sacrament for re- 
membrance, Hoc facite in commemorationem mei, 
Do this in remembrance of me, Luk. 22. yea and for 
this end hath God filled the world with remem- 
brancers,ordaining the creatures continually to 

ut vs in mind of the Creator, in the heauens to 
behold his greatnes, though God bee greater 
then the heauens, in the Sunne to Þchold his 
brightneſſe, though God bee brighter then the 
Sunne in the Starres to ſee his beautie, albeit 
there be no beautie like to his; in the thunderthe 
terrar

terror of his preſence, albeit the thunder roare 
not halte ſo loud as he z in the fowles of the ayte, 
his care and prouidence in the courſe of nature, 
his mutable wiſedome; in the creation of the 
world, his cternall power and God-head; thatſo 
often as we {ce theſe(and we cannot but ſee them 
often) ſo often wee ſhould remember him that 
madethem. 

That God did nor meane the law ſhould be 
forgotten, it may appeare by the firſt publiſhing 
of it, whichas it is Exod.19. was giuen inthun« 
der and lightning, that the amazing of their 
minds with ſuch a terror might make them to re- 
member it the better , asa Schoolemaſter, when 
he will have his ſcholar notto forgetſuch a rule, 
ſets it on with a beating , ſo likewiſe did Moſes 
when he had written Exedws, which was indeed 
the booke of the law, afterward wrote Demterone- 
mize, which was nothing elſe buta remembrance 
of the law. Hitherto likewiſe tended the praiſe 
ofthe Church, which kept the tables of the Law 
inthe Arke, Deur. 10, andthe booke of the Law 
in-the Arke, Deut.3r. and cauſedit afterward to 
be read euery Sabbath in the Synagogues, AR. 
13. Leſtall this ſhould not ſerue to keepthe Law 


in mind, Moſes took a ſurer courſeto ſet it before Dee. 6. 


their eyes; tor the Iewes-were commanded to 
binde it on their hands, that their hands might 
learnetoliuebylaw : they were commanded to 
hangit between their cies,that they might learne 

not

not to looke, butto looke by law, yea to weare it 
ypon their torcheads, (the very ſeat of memory) 
that they mightalwaies remember and meditate 
of the Law : they were commanded to write it 
on their gates and doores withour, that they 
migh remember they had their entrance and firſt 
admiſſion in condition of obedience to the Law: 
they were commanded to write it on the walles 
ws poſtes within, that they might remember 
their ſtanding was ſupported, and their ſtate 
maintained by law : they were commanded to 
write it on the phylaQeries and skirts of their gar- 
ments, that they might remember their chicfeſt 
beautic,ornament,and honor was to honor God 
inthe keeping of the Law : ſuch care had God to 
keepe hislaw in their hearts, as their |heads, and 
their hands,and their houſes, and their gates,and 
their garments muſt be garniſhed with it, and all 
for this end that they might remember ir. In Le» * 
uit.chap.11. thoſe only beaſts were cleane,which | 
when they hadeatena thing, did ruminate and 
chew vpon it; ſoare they the beſt hearers,which 
when they haue heard athing doe ruminate and 
meditate vpon it,that is, remember it. Inthe ce. 
remoniall law, Moſes was commanded when hee 
had made the candleſticke, to make the ſnuffers 
too, Exod.25.28. whoſe vic was,when the lights 
in the Tabernacle were cloyed,tocleare them,or 
(as commonly we ſay) to ſnuffe them , wherein 
myſtically ye muſt thus much vaderſtand,that = 
w

often as the ſpirituall light of knowledge growes 
dimme in your mr the Pricſt hath [av repay. 
gandi,authoritic and power to cleerc it,that is, by 
remembring itanew, to adde a new impreſſion 
and ſtrong imagination to it:and therefore if yee 
will heare of Lots wife, or any good thing, and 
then againe forgetit, take it how yee will, God 
bath put the golden ſnuffers into our hands, and 
howlſocuer you ſnuffe, we muſt ſnuffe too. Inthe 
Goſpell the bleſſing is not onely vpon hia that 
heareth the Word, bur, Bleſſed are iba that heare 
the Word of God and keepe it ,Luk.11.In the Church 
of God there is notonly Pas/to plant, but «ul 
los comes after with his water potto water w 
Paul hath planted,leſt it diegz. Cor.3.S0as vnleſle 
you will drive Apolos, and all the diſciples of .4U- 
poles, that is, all waterers out of the Church, yee 
muſt giae Chriſt leaue to remember what Moſes 
had taught before, and your ſelues muſt endeuor 
to remember what ye haue learned before, Lit- 
tle cares the diuell how much men heare, ſo they 
remember nothing ; yea the diuell (ro chuſc) 
would baue men to heare, ſo they did notre- 
member, thatin hcaring,andthen againe forget- 
ting, they mightſtand more anſwerable for thar 
they heare, The inconueniences of not .remem- 
bring, do no where better appeare then in, Pezey, 
for Chriſt rold Peter, Luk.22. that che djuell had a 
defire,to ſift him, and indeed the dipell did Gift 


im,ahd ſhake ſo much outof him, as by tot re- 
him,and ſhake END, bn Acute 


membring the words of Chriſt, hee forſirare 
. Chriſt; for when he remembred the words, the

text ſaith plainly, He went out and wept bitterly, and 
what is this, but for a man to have a fieve in his 
hand,and to hauecares like a fieve,when he ſhafl 
receiue inſtruion art one care, and let it our at 
bothAikeaſicuc which takes in water at one place 
and lersit out at an hundred. And therfore wheh 
a man hath heard a Sermon,and ſtreightway for- 


getteth it,let him ſtrongly ſuſpeR,the diaell hath 


ifted him, In the parable of the ſower, bhe part 
ofthe ſeedfell by the high way fide, and that the 
little birds picked vp,Matth.13.which is nothing 
elſe burthe Word preached to forgerfull hearers; 
andthe little birds, what bee they, but 'worl 


thoughts and cates, which conſume and cate 


the ſpirituall ſeed as faſtas iris ſowen? Therefs 
to our planting wee muſt adde wateting, and tb 
our hearing remembrarice. 

And whereare then our fine Athenian cates, 
ſuch asnever vouchſafe to open, but when fomie 
new thing is dcliuered 7 If a man come with $&- 
zote, and teach to know ſome new thing, hee'is 
welcome; but Meminrore, a remembrance of the 
old is a mere Bu colFum, (tale; and vnſauoriczarid 
hee that preacheth fo, is Iike him thatpowreth 
twice ſodden broath ont of rhepor. Men come 
now adaies toaSermon as toa play, Aut wo 
dicas,ant nibil dicas, either ſome new thing or n0-

Preaching is become like 
apparelling, we can fancie it no Jonger then the 
tbion is new : If wee cometo a Sermon and 
heare no.new thing, we think that time was loſt, 
and bid Fieon ſuch a mao, as the Ilrachtes did on 
Manna, becaule they had it eucry day; heere 15 
Manna,and Manna,and nothing bur Mannazand 
ſo lay we, we heard to day the high-way points 
of faith and good workes, with the vulgar do. 
Qrine, and common place of repentance, and 
heard nothing but that we knew betore,and men 
grow angrie if they heare of one thing twice, as 
if their patience were greatly abuled : Nay wee 
are come to that nicer,es now, that we can [carce 
endure.to-heare one man twice; when a man

It ſeemeth by this 
that youcameto Church,and knew not why,like 
the men of Epheſus who aſſembled rogether,and 
could yeeld no reaſon why : tor what is the end 
of mens aſſembling and meeting at the Church? 
Ye will ſay, to heare and to learne ſome new 
thing : Indeed that may well be one endamong 
other, though not the only end excluding all 0- 
ther, foras ye cometo learne anew, ſocome ye 
likewiſe to remember the old :- nor muſt yee 
thinke that we preach alway to your vnderſtan- 
ding, to teach you what ye knew not before, but 
moſi commonly to your memory, to put you in 
mind of that ye knew, leſt ye _ it:  hawenot 
mrittew vnt0 you ({aith S. 1ohn) becauſe ye know nos 
tht trath, but becauſe yee know it,1.loh. 2.21.A very 
ſtrange conſequent : and S. Paw/to the Romans, 
I am perſwadea of ooh that yee are full of all goodneſſe, 
yea'and more then fo, that yee are full of all know- 
ledge, yea and more then ſo, that yee are able to ad- 
moniſh one another, they were ſo groundedas eue- 
ry priuate man amongſt them was mecte to make 
aPreacher : neuertheleſfe (faith he) 7 haze writ.

7. nor was Paw/aſhamed to 
ſay ouer againe, what he had ſaid immediatly be- 
fore, AM 1 ſaid before, ſo 1 ſay againe, if any man 
preach otherwiſe then that yee ard, let him bee 
accurſed, Gal.1.9.And againe,1 haue toldye ofi and 
now 424ine I tell yee weeping, that many walke as ene- 
mies of the Croſſe of Chri#: Philip.3.18. Nor doub- 
ted Peter to ſay, that he wrote his ſecond Epiſtle 
only for remembrance, T hu ſecond Epiftle wyite I 
now nts you,t0 call to your remembrance the words of 
the Prophets and Apeitles, 2.Pet.3. 1.2, 

For he that driues a naile incoa knottie peece 
of wood,knocks not once, but againe and againe 
to faſten it : ſo God minding to [ele deepin our 
dull hearts, both the knowledge and conſcience 
of the Law, did by often repetitions remember 
it;euen as Pharaoh when he dreamed of the plen- 
tie, and famine in t, his dreame was dou- 
bled, becauſe (as his Interpretertold him) God 
would eſtabliſh it, Gen.41.32. Yeaand where A- 
theiſts barke at the Scriptures for being by often 
repetition tedious,the deuout and ſober minded 
do thegce take occafion to adore, whence they 
to deteſt, forir hath been held as a rule in former 
times, 2wottes Seriptura repetit nmyſterium eft,that ſo + 
oft as the Scripture repeates and ſaith one thing 
oucrand ouer, there is ſure ſome myſterie, or - 
ſome great matter in it; for as when the Hounds 
open. and free, the huntſman gathereth 
C3, that * 
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that there is ſome grme; ſo when the 
victh importunitie 1n a point, it is aiigne there is 
ſome great thing to be marked. 
BeyethereforeIbeſcech = (Right honora-

| In remembring of whom, fleſh and blood 
way happily be offended to heare,that for being

lookes 7 yea weareſo ſecure ypon ſmall fins, 
asif a man fuch afinne, we thinke him 
more guiltic in remembring it, then we in com- 
CUAIIES cheſmaller finnes myſt be preſer- 
ued for breed: yet inthe law treſpaſſes and finnes © 
done of ignorance, (which were euer thovght 
to bethe leaſt) yer were not purged but by fire 
_ ; God ſhewing the ſtrength of the 
iſeaſe in the nature of the purgation : and inthe 
Goſpell where mercy moreaboundeth, we muſt 
account For exery idle word, and that at the day of 
iudeement, Matth. 12. and he that cals but Foole, 
be puniſhed with bell fire, Math.y. Yea he that 
taught vs to pray for remiſſion, taught vs notto 
lay, Forgiue vs our great offences, but Forgiue 
ys our treſpafles, or,as it is originally, Forgiue vs 
our debts; not our theft, or what we haue ſtollen 
vniuſtly, but cuen the debe which we cannotpay 


through pouertic, for each penie whereof inthe 
akhetinn, we ſhall 


pend vpin hell, or 
if any finne be leſſethen a peny, ifbuta halfe-pe- 
ny; yea itleſſe thena halfe.peny,ifbur a farching, 
yet ſhall we norcome forth til we haue paid that 
vitermoltfarthing.

in this, and Godin that, yea God as much in this 
asin that, of whom we may ſay in every letterof 
the law, Non ſuſcipit magu ant minus, hee admit- 
teth no degrees of more or leſſe. Sometimes a- 
gaine God forbiddeth or commandeth flight 
things ſeucrely, thereby ro make proofe of our 0+ 
bedience, as a maſter to trie his ſeruants truſt, 
ſometime forgerteth his money andleaucth ir a- 
broad, to ſceif his man will bee picking or nib- 
bling at ir. If therefore before we have commit- 
ted f1nne,we ay, itis buta little fin,and God will 
ſurely torgiue it, this is to finne that grace may a- 
bound, a finne of preſumption, and preſumpti- 
on maketh alittle ſinneto be great : If when we 
haue committed (in, we ſay it was butalittle fi 
wepleade againſt our ſelues, for how ſhall God 
obtaine the greater matters at our hands, when 
we deny him in theleaſt? befide,the lefle any fin 
was,with ſo much more facilitie we might haue 
reſiſted it: and Avgn#ine faith well, T anto maiori 
inin#itia violatum ei mandaturm &c.That a man is 
more wicked in doing that fin, which he might 
ſo cafily hauc left vndone. But when we reade of 
Lots wife,do we thinke herſin to be ſo light?then

of thedeſtrution of Sodom, which (her houte 
and kindred exceptcd) none in Sodom had be.

nary mercy of God, when it waites cuen by reus- 
lation vpon vs? Sccondly,the warning was giucn 
by an Angell,an example rare and (ingular, both 
in regard of the A ofthemſclues ; in re- 
gard of the Angels firſt ; for they which before 
were ſet with a ſhaking (word to keepe men out 
of Paradiſe, were made to her the mcſſengers of 
peace to bring her out of Sodom ; yea the very 
ſame Angels which deſtroyed Sodom, broughe 
her out of Sodom;in regardot themſehues, it was 
no ordinary thing tor men to be admoniſhed by 
Angels,but by the miniſtery of men,as the world 
was before by the preaching of Noah, yetan An- 
get from heauen was fent to her. Thirdly the 

ngels appeared to her, not as to. /acob on a 
hadder,noras to Avſesin a buſh, nor as to Samael 
mthe tabernacle, but they came into her houſe, 
and did eateand drinke with her;as to vs the Go- 
ſpel and ſaluation is come to0ur doores. Fourth-

But we commonaly diſcerne of finne as wedo 
of the ſuane,which we iudge to be little, becaule 
wearefare from ir; ſo in FA the neerer we come 
to it,and the better we examine it, the greater it 
ſeemes. Ir is true thatthe Scripture maketh diffe- 


rence of finnes,ſetting out ſome for beames, and ater.z. 


ſome for moares, that is, making ſome of a gree- 
ter fiſe and ſome ofa lefle, but when we fay that 
any (inne is little, we ſay it reſpeQiuely and in re- 
rd of a greater, forin regard of the Maicſtie of 
ended, Angels and men were all too meane to 
make ſatisfaction for the eating of an apple. Sin 
is like a poyſon, whereof but one drop empoiſo- 
neth the ſoule,therefore the leſſe we take of itthe 
berter itis,and beſt of all,if we could take none at 
all.

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temnenotthe ſmaller ſinnes becauſe they be lit- 
tle, but rather feare them, becauſe rhey be many, 
Egypt was as much plagued with flics and with 
lice, as with the greater plagues.

Now 
we thinke all to be well,thatthe diuell comes but 
with a ſicue, for the holes be ſo narrow, as what 


can be got outthere © but we muſt conſider that j 


as they be narrow,ſo they be many,and thegrace 
of God, yea the whole kingdome of God which 
is no greater then a graine of Muſtard ſeed, will 
cally ſincke thorough. The divell comes ſome- 
time likea Lion, a Dragon, orlike a huge and 
mightie Whale; but when he comes with ſucha 
port, and carrieth ſuch a breadth, we have the ad.

perties it hath belonging to it;but when we haue 
once catenand {wallowed it, wee are preſent!

And thus be- 
cauſe we thinke itnothing to abuſe the patience 
of God, we are taught by the puniſhment how 
great the ſinne is. O what a fearefull change was 
that where carth was waſted with fire ! O whata 
fire was that whoſe aſhes were ſalt! and how hor 
rible is it to thinke that brimſtone ſhould come 
from heaucn ! brimſtone ſhould rather come fr6 
hell, where there is(as S. 1chn faith) A lake of fire 
and brimione, Reuel.20.10, Butthis would God 
do toler vs ſee, how fin turneth heauen into hell, 
and maketh the mercifull Saviouran vnmercifull 
tormentor ; for is it nota ſtrange contempr, that 
God ſhould offer mercy,and we not to accept it? 
Mercy ought to be ſought, to bee followed and 

urfued, yea bought with loſle of life, and there- 
ore ona ſtrange contempr, as ſtrange a indge- 
ment is inflited: Therforeif ye thinke it horrible 
which Dawd faith of 1oeb,for a man Not to go to his 
rawe in peace, 1.King.2. If ye feare what Moſes 
aith of Corah and his companie, No © die the 
common death of men, Numb. 16. If ye be afraidof 
that which God threatned againſt rhe houſe of 
Eli, todoſucha thing, 4s who ſo heard 4 i, their 
cares ſhould tingle, 1. Sam.z. make not then lighe 
accountofthe mercy of God,abuſec not the pari- 
enceand long {uffering of God, tempt not God 
the

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| theSauiourtobeanvnmercifull andfirange tor- 
mentor, but remember Zors wife. 
Thirdly, remember in her puniſhment, that as 
it was ſudden and ſtrange, ſo was it famous and 
publike too, for which purpoſe ſhe was turned : 
not into a hill or heape of ſalt, butintoa piller of 
falt, thatſhemight ſtand for a monumet of Gods 
wrath toall that paſſed by that way. In the place 
before named, Wiſdom. 1 0.7.Salomes faith, that 
in his daies it ſtood to be ſeene,, which was about 
nine hundred yeares aftcr the thing was done; 
and many hundred yeares after him, yea ſome 
yeares after Chriſt, 7oſephws the Iew reporterh 
thathe ſaw it where itſtood, yea and nalief ſtan- 
deth ro be ſeene, it they may be credited who a- 
vouch they haue ſeene it in the way betweene 
Engaddi and the dead ea : ſo endlefle a piller of srecerd.se. 
ſhame it is to renounce the Creator, for loue of a- 5yniacas. 
ny creature. Now vpon this pillerare written two 
things, Shameto her, and Inftrutionto vs. As it 
reſpeeth her ſelfe it is a piller of ſhame, for ſince 
our cuill doing rendeth to thediſhonor of God, 
it is very proportionablethatir bring diſhonor co 
it ſelfe ; anſwerablero that in the ſeuenth of Mar- 
thew, With what meaſure ye mete,it ſhall be mea- 
ſured to you againe; therefore if thou wilt not 0- 
bey (faith Hoſes) the Lord ſhall ſend vpon thee 
curſing, trouble, and ſhame, Deut.28. And what 
worſe thing coold the Church wiſh her enemies 
then this, Let them be confounded & troubled, 
yealerthem be put to ſhame? Plal.83. And euery

ked men feare moſt ſhall fal vpon them;and their 
fin ſhall be writter,not with a finger, as Exod. 8. 
Digitzs Dei e hic,The finger of God js heere,but 
they ſhall ſay with Belſhazzar, Dan. 5. Yideo ma- 
num, I ſce a whcle hand writing vpon the wall, 
when their diſgrace ſhall be written in great and 
capital letters,that as Abacu (aith in another caſe, 
A man may run and reade it ; It ſhall be written, 
not as Chriſt wrote, when he wrote in the duſt, 
Ioh.8. where eucry wind may blow it away, but 


it ſhall be written, as Jeremy ſaith, with a pen of 


iron,and point ofa diamond, as it were in tables 
of (tone and ſteele, that wee may ſee there is no- 
thing but diſhonour to them, which honour the 
world aboue him that .made it. Againe as ſhee

other, Wharſocuer thingsare written,are written

by it? Tyrus and Sidon neuer ſaw the mightie 
workes, and yet there isa iudgement for them, 
Matth.1z. What then ſhall become of Corazin 
and Bethſaida which ſaw ſo much, and did ſo lit- 
tle? But that which exceedeth all the reſt, is it not | 
an admirable fauour to vs, that the loſle of other 
men ſhould ſo become a gaine to vs, that wheras || 
wee haue our ſelues deſerucd to bee made exam- 
ples to other, yet other muſt ſtand vp for pillers, 
and be made examples tovs?much like the cruci- 
fying of Chriſt, where Bayrabs was begged, and 
hriſt hanged vp, righe the world turned vpſide 
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downe : 'Chriftan innocent muſt 

to Bavrebe,and Bavebe an old thickeand.a mur- 
dercr- muſt rake example by Chriſt : yea it is ſaid 
exproeſlely, Luk.x 3-that they on whom the rower 
of Silo fell, were notgreaterfinners but Chrit 
ſhewerh he vic, that wee amend by ſuch puniſh- 
ments, leſt we likewiſe periſh : how much more 
ſhould we amend when wicked men arc takE and 
ſtricken intheir finnes * 

To make vſc of thisin the feucrallkinds ; Firſt 
to you Men ; heere is a Memorandum, or remem- 
brance foryouzye ſeehow ill it ſucceeded with 
Lot, who being aduiſed by the Angell to ſave 
himſelfe in the hill, went notwithſtanding into 
Zoar the citie, and loſt his wife by it, ſoas where 
before he had a wife to looke vpon, now he hath 
alumpe of ſalt: A horrorto his heart, and a wo- 
full peacleto his cic z and fo ſhall it bee with 
them all that forſake Gods word to follow their 
owne funcie, God ſhall rurne their ſugar into ſalr, 
and their chicfeſt bleſſing into a : Remem- 
ber that. 

Secondly, to you women;heere is a Menmergn-

Thirdly, to you of ouer-pitifull hearts, and 
cies ; heere is a remembrance for you; Looke not 
back with the cics of pitie where God hath caſt 
the cies of his wrath : Abrabam indeed hadleaue 
to behold with his cies the burning of Sodom, 
Gen.19.27.28, becauſe he was a ſtranger to it;but 
Lot and his wife had friends, and acquaintance, 
and kindredin ir, and therfore to preuent fooliſh 
pite, were forbiddE to look toward it;for though 
exceſſe in clemencie be the leſle extreame, yet is 
ianextreame,& therfore puniſhed oft extreame- 
ly : for Saul for ſparing Agag loſt his kingdome 
and Mchab tor ſparing Benhadad loſt his lite,and 
Elifor too much lenitie toward his children, loſt 
both his Prieſthood and his life, and becauſe this 
woman would needs looke backe, and ſhew her 
ſelfe more mercifull then God, ſhe ſhewed mer- 
cy, but found none.

Foutthly, to you ſecure and careleſſe of heart, 
heere is a remembrance for you ; only foure per:

ueth not a bleſſing, but a curſe arourhands, be- 
cauſe it mockerhvs, for it Jeaderh-ys on with pro- 
miſes,and promileth a felicitie which it hath nor, 
like the digell which told Chriſt he would give 
him all the kingdomes of the world, whereas he 
had not one toote of land but in hell ; fo the 
world telleth vs of caſe, when it hath nothing 
but vexation of ſpirit, it telleth vs of certaintit, 
when all is vanitie, it telleth vs of comfort, when 
| alliscare: Is notthisto mocke vs 7 butif we will 
learnetolooke right, we muſt looke neither for- 
ward,nor backward, but vpright, thatis, to hea- 
uen, from whence we looke Dr the Lord Iefus, 
Philip.3.20. For if welook for him on earth who 
is in heauen, then ſhall we loſe our labour, and 
ſay with the Church,Cantic.z.! ſought him whom 
my ſoule loued, I ſought him,but I found him not , and 
no maruell,for ſhe ſought him where he was not; 
and if we ſeek Chriſt in the world, or any world- 
ly thing, we may imagine it ſaid tovs, which the 
Angell ſaith, Luk«24. Reſarrexit, non e# hic ; he is 
riſen and gone, he is not heere : but looke vpto 
heauen and ye ſhall find him there ; look for him 
inthe Church where he is preached, and ye ſhall 
heare of him there, look for himby inuocation, 
by newnefſle of life and ſanRification,and the ho- 
ly Ghoſt will ſhew him there, and when ye have 
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there where Abraham dwels, which gaue 
Sodom; cuen there where Angels php ng 


call vs out of Sodom , euen there where Chiilt 
dwels, who redecmed vsout of Sodomzyea even . 
there where the Fatherdwelteth in the Sonne, 
and the Sonne in the Father, and the holle 
Ghoſt in both, and wc inall,” *Godgraunt 
vs in the'meane time fo ro loath the 
world,thatatthelaſt we may be par- 
takers of that heauenly focictie.
